The seven Republicans on the panel who 
support Adelman said he “possesses the-arequi- 
site experience and intellectual prowess heeded 
for this post” and then turned around and crit- 
. icized committee colleagues who want, the vote 
on Adelman’s nomination to be “a referendum 
on President Reagan’s overall arms control pol- 
ity” .
